4. Intending exporters may submit their applica¬ 
tions complete in all respects to the above mentioned 
licensing authorities. Seperatc applications may be 
submitted for seperate items such as buff calf, cow 
calf etc. Application should be sent in a sealed cover 
addressed to the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports & 
Exports concerned with the superscription on top 
of the envelope “application for ceiling of leather 
item” within 30 days from the date of issue of this 
Public Notice. 

5. The licensing authorities will consider the 
applications on the basis of highest unit value sought 
to be realized and as quoted in the application by 
the exporters, as per the provision laid down in 
para 7 of Section V of the Export Policy (Vol. II) 
1988-91. The unit of measure shall be on the basis 
of a lot of 100 pieces of irregular sizes to be 
quoted in Indian Rupees FOB for 100 pieces. 

6. No applicant will ordinarly be granted export 
licence for more than 10 per cent of the available 
ceiling in each category. In case, the ceiling remains 
unutilized, then the procedure for calling for further 
application will be repeated as laid down in the pro- 
cedure|export policy. 

7. The licensing authorities will intimate to the 
exporter about the fact that he has been allotted a 
ceiling and the exporter shall be given 10 days time 
from the date of issue of teillog to furnish bank 
guarantee as prescribed in Export Policy Book Vol. 
II for 1988-91. The bank guarantee shall be 1 per 
cent of the FOB value of the ceiling allotted. On ex¬ 
porter’s furnishing the requisite bank guarantee, the 
licensing authority shall issue an export licence for 
the ceiling allotted and indicate in the export licence 
the FOB value at which the exporter had agreed to 
export and as furnished In the application. The ex¬ 
port licence shall be^ valid for six months.
